Moser, 


achieved remarkable results. 


The performance of the Shos- 


takovitch First Symphony un- 
der his direction was certainly 
the most impressive accom- 
plishment of the evening. This 
is no easy piece, and it calls for 
precision, balance, accuracy 
skillful ensemble, and careful 
pacing. The result was not 
merely acceptable or good, but 
individual and exciting. To be 
sure, winds and brasses were 
often too strong for the strings, 
as was the case last year. The 
string sound, however, is relax- 
ed, warm, homogeneous, and 
never forced.

In fact, I think the quality of

WASHINGTON (AP) — Con- 


xoversy hovers over Sen. J.W. 
'ulbright like an umbrella.

He went to Stockholm Sunday 
0 deliver a lecture and was met 
at the airport by a bunch of 
lard-nosed Swedish newsmen 
who quizzed him on foreign af- 
airs and civil rights. It was 
hardly an illuminating session. 


The Arkansas Democrat was 


widely known before he arrived, 
not only as chairman of the Sen-

iepublic's crisis of 1965. 
The Swedes even knew his 


record on civil rights. The 
Swedish press had described 
him as a "liberal on foreign pol- 
cy who is strongly conservative 
on the civil rights issue."

the Pearl Harbor attack of twenty-five 
years ago thought they were making their 
part of the world safe for the Asian co- 
prosperity sphere of their dreams. They 
could not know that the attack really 
would bring the United States more fully 
into Asian affairs and that only after 
defeat and years of rebuilding would 
Japan begin to regain its power in the 
Pacific. 


The Pearl Harbor attack was aimed at 


wiping out American naval strength in the 
Pacific so that the Japanese could have 
virtually a free hand in the conquest of 
much of the Asian mainland. France. Great 
Britain and Holland, the European coun- 
tries with the most influence in Asia at the 
time, were increasingly tied down by the 
war with Nazi Germany. Japan had already 
demonstrated that it could defeat or at 
least hold under control the unorganized 
masses in China. It had its sights set on the 
rich 
lands 
of 
the 
Malay 
Peninsula, 


Indonesia and Indochina. 


The increased antagonism of the United 


States to Japan's expansionist aims had to 
be stymied and Pearl Harbor very nearly 
did succeed. A report four years later by 
reporter Foster Hailey shows that the 
destruction was tremendous. "When the 
250 to 300 Japanese planes came roaring in 
they found the whole area tranquil and 
unalerted.

"conquest of disease." In our 
relentless campaign for the

ipored the balance of nature, 
and one ominous result is the 
worldwide change in the bac- 
terial flora. We are spending 
billions in our "conquest of 
space" to deliver a man to 
that sterile slag-heap called 
"the moon," before we are 
ready to handle so massive a 
project. 


In 
his 
own practice of 


gynecology, Dr. Manstein re- 
ported that the number of 
malformations is increasing 
slowly but steadily. As a 
conclusion, according to the 
SSRS Newsletter, he "urged 
that we should stop pushing 
ahead in all areas without 
limit; we should confine our 
attention to essentials." 


The whole realm of nature is 


something to work with, not 
against. Man is not an alien 
invader but an inextricable 
part of the pattern of nature. 
Until we better understand our 
own stresses, our own toler- 
ances, our own capacities and- 
limitations, our mad rush Jnto 
technological "progress" could 
well land us in a serious, if not 
permanent, regression. 


It is one thing to advance 


our theoretical knowledge — 
which should be pushed to the 
absolute frontier — but quite 
another thing to tamper with 
the ecology of the earth and to 
disrupt the delicate homeosta- 
sis of the human organism. All 
change is not progress, as the 
political conservatives quite 
properly remind us; and too- 


environment can be as damag- 
ing and unsettling as a revolu- 
tion in the body politic. 


A shrewd doctor of my 


acquaintance recently said to 
me, "I'm very wary about
